THE OCCUPATION OF LIEGE. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.) 
LONDON, Aug. ie. — Messages re- 
ceived here today in official quarters 
from the Belgian genera! staff agsert 
that the occupation of the town of 
Liege by the German troops has not 
had the slightest influence on the 
strategic situaticn. It is declared that 
so long as the ring of forts around 
Liege remains intact. as it still is. the 
guns command three of the principal 
roads by which the German army can 
advance. This, it is pointed out, makes 
it impossible for the Germans, under 
the present circumetances, to receive 
supplies or ammunition. Every line of 
railroad between Liege and the Ger- 
man frontier is alleged to have been 
destroyed and the Belgian troops are 
said to have blown up every bridge, 
culvert and tunnel. The Belgian gen- 
eral staff declares that it has received 
reports that the Germans, expecting 
to take Liege in a few hours, brought 
with them only sufficient food for a 
few days and little ammunition, their 
plan being to rush Liege and make 
it their bass of operaticna. 

The same authority states that the 
German assertion of the capture of 
4000 Belgian prisoners is baseless and 
adds that not a single Belgian soldier 
remains in the town of Liege, as they 
are all quartered in the forts. As 
far as can be learned by the Belgian 
general staff, some 120.000 German 
troops were engaged at Liege. They 
are said to have been so weakened as 
to be unable effectively to attack the 
forta. On the other hand it is arrued 
that it is not possible for the forte 
to concentrate their fre on the town 
of Liege itself. 

The next development in the situa- 
tion is expected to be the arrival of 
the Belgian main army. reported to be 
advancing rapidly from Louvain in the 
northwest, to attack the Germans oc- 
cupying the town of Liege.

HE so-called Press’ Club. of Los 


Angeles, , composed chiefly of 

members of every walk in life ex- 
cept the legitimate newspaper profes- 
sion, has decided to expand and in 
so expanding to gird itself with the 
officers of the ldw—the policemen— 
at so much per. 

Policemen are eligible to member- 
ship in the alleged Press Club because 
of their close contact with reporters, 
presumably; but their presence in the 
club ts essential because, being po- 
licemen, they are popularly supposed 
to have money enough to pay the 
initiation fee—easy money for the 
pressiess organization. 

The so-called Press Club has mailed 
a letter to half a hundred or so mem- 
bers of the polic@ department, say- 
ing: 

“You are hereby notified that you 
have been elected a memben in good 
standing of the Press Club of , Los 
Angeles. Your game was proposed 
by D. W. Green and favorable action 
was taken by our board of directors 
last Wednesday night.

Immediately upon receipt of this re- 
mittance your membership card will 
be mailed to you. This card entities 
you to all the privileges of our club- 
rooms, occupying the entire building 
at No. 327 South Hill street.” 

The letter is signed by R. T. Van 
Eeeisch, president, and Harry H. 
Jones, secretary. The D. W. Green 


referred to as each officers sponsor 
is a press agent, himself—eliminated 
from the newspaper profession, and 
therefore more in his element as a 
member of the non-press club. 
Policemen who received the letter 
yesterday were temporarily over- 
whelmed with the honor that had 
been thrust upon them. They had re- 
garded the club as an institution made

The United States - 
Navy in purchasing the seasonal supply requires a score of 94 or 95 
points, yet the people of Los Angeles hereafter, in view of this ruling 
of the Produce Exchange, will in most cases be obliged to accept a 
butter sold on basis of 90 points as the highest grade. There will be 
one exception—GOLDEN STATE BUTTER will continue to

Cass Arthur Reed, dean of the In- 
ternational College at Smyrna, Tur- 
key, is here on a quick visit to his 
home in Whittier, and was in the city 
yesterday.. He is due in Smyrna 
about September 1, but feeling some- 
what uncertain about being able to 
keep his date, will go to New York 
in a few days to which for the first 
chance to sall. He left Constantinople 
on July 11, and among other places 
visited en route were Berlin and 
Paris, and yet there was no sign of 
the war which in less than two weeks 
has involved all ‘Europe.
